He says there i 
no doubt that Indiun depredations ar 
checking immigration and settlemen 
and the development of the resources 
the territories. Instructions have bee 
given to use force to its extreme linn 
This vigorous policy is universally com 
mended in Washington. 


RAILROAD LAUD GRANTS. 


he Vast Domain Given Away by 


the Government. 


An analysis of the letter recently sent 


i Congress by the Secretary of the In- 
irior relating to the so-called lapsed 
,nd grants shows some extraordinary 
isnlts. It appears first, that the area 
f lands granted to the Northern Pacific, 
tlaatic and Pacific, Texas Pacific, 
outhern Pacific, Oregon branch of the 
enjral Pacific, New Orleans Pacific 
nd Oregon and California is 115,458,- 
18 acres, or over 180,000 square miles 
-more territory than is contained in 
11 the New England States, New York, 
ennsylvania, New Jersey and Mary- 
and; second, that before the time ex- 
ired by which the granting Acts re- 
uired the roads to be finished these 
orporations had earned by the con- 
ruction of miles of railroad pro rata 
ir the number of acres granted, only 
8,615,196 acres, or 29,091 miles—less 


one-sixth of the total amount 


ffered, but a territory equal to all of 
ew England, except Maine; third that 
nee the expiration of the time get for 
le completion of the- roads, or up to 


present time, enough miles have 


een completed to entitle the roads, if 
le principle is admitted that corpor- 
ions have an equitable claim to lands 
ro rata for each mile of road built, to 
4,261,944 acres, or 22,283 square miles 
—a territory larger than the area of 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connec- 


cnt and New Hampshire; fourth, that 
y the failure to comply with the terms 
f the grants these corporations have 
bsolntely no claim to 83,674,478 acres, 
r 130,736 square miles, which is no-w 
withheld from settlement. This is ter- 


tory nearly equal in extent to New 
ingland, New York, New Jersey aud 
taryland, or to tho three great States 
f New York, Pennsylvania and Ohio, 
ith a population of 6,000,000 people. 


Condition of the Navy. 


In response to the resolution of in- 


quiry from the House, Secretary Chan- 
dler states in an elaborate report that 
not one of the sixty-seven vessels in the 
American navy is in condition to en- 
gage in battle with an enemy. Under 
the same general classification, two of 
them can be put in that condition, ex- 
cept as to ordnance, in one month each. 
The others will require, except as to 
ordnance, one and two years. The 
manufacturing of the guns, auimnnitioB 
and everything required for readmitting 
these sixty-seven vessels, would require, 
from five to seven years, the first light 
gun and carriage being delivered in 
about one year, and the first heavy gun 
in about three years. It would require 
an expenditure of $22,514,141 to put 
these vessels in the desired condition. 
The least expense would be the Yantio, 
whose repairs and rearming would cost 
about $51,484. The 
most expensive 


monitors are the Amphitrite, costing 
$1,531,550; Puritan, $1,583,000, and 
the Terror, $1,557,000. Forty-five ves- 
sels, storeships, tugs, etc., are utterly 
unserviceable for war pnposes. The 
most powerful gun actually in service is 
the 
eight-inch muzzle-loading 
rifle. 


Theoretically, its penetrating power in 
inches of solid iron armor, at 1,000 
yards distance, is equal to nine inches.

In the United States there are 1,942 es- 
tablishments for the production of agri- 
cultural implements, Of these 221 are 
in Illinois, 265 in New York, 220 in 
Pennsylvania, 155 in Ohio, 133in Mich- 
igan. The total capital employed is 
$62,315,960; paid in wages $15,499,114; 
worth of timber used, $5,791,916; worth 
of iron and steel, $13,421,059; worth of 
other material, $7,878,202; total, $32,- 
094,107. The largest number of persons 
employed during the year was 49,180. 
Pho total value of all products was 
$68,373,086. In 1850 the total product 
was $6,842,611. In 18GO it was $17,- 
487,960. In 1870 $52,066,875. During 
he year 325,057 cultivators were made; 
131,003 harrows; 280,654 dozen hoes>; 
112,1-17 dozen of shovels; 380,732 dozen 
hand rakes; 1,401,4-13 plows; 211,738 
dozen of hay fork-,; 1,244,264 Rcythes; 
43,717 suythe smiths; mowers, 72,000; 
seed sowers, 20,28!). Iu 1850, 7,220 
persons were employed; iu 18GO, 14,814;

Sfot JWneh Danger of an Indian tV«r 


in Elko County. 


The JOURNAL 
yestarday published 


Special Agent Smith's dispatch to th« 
War Department stating there was dan- 
ger from the Bannocks. The Elko In- 
dependent, of Thursday, gives its views 
of the situation, saying that "it will be 
difficult to convince the residents of 
this section of country, of the necessity 
or propriety of the dispatch. There is 
certainly very little about the reserva- 
tion at this time to excite the cupidity 
of marauding bands, and, with them, 
the empty honors acquired upon the 
battle field, is of a more consuming na- 
ture than that experienced by the aver- 
age Caucasian. We scarcely belive that 
the alarm evinced by Agent Smith, is 
shared in by the residents of Duck Val- 
ley. True, a majority of the Indians 
have left the Reservation, but the rea- 
son for so doing, according to their own 
statement, and that of ex-Agent How, is 
that they were furnished little or noth- 
ing to eat. Since the settlement of the 
country by the whites, few of these In- 
dians have ever been obliged to go hun- 
gry, and when their supplies at the 
Reservation 
failed, 
they 
naturally 


sought the localities whence they had 
always been able to draw a sufficiency 
before the Reservation for their benefit 
had been established. This place, Tus- 
carora, and the various contiguous 
camps have each received their quota of 
the levanters. Many'of them are indus- 
trious, and make serviceable* work-hands 
on the ranches, or earn their grub by 
doing chores about the camps, and care 
very little for either the success of fail- 
ure »f the Reservation as an aboriginal 
asylum. 
These Indians have never 


j been troublesome, and no grounds for 
| present apprehensions are generally ap- 
parent. The danger from aii incursion 
of Piutes or Bannocks, so vividly set 
forth in the dispatch, more than prob- 
able, exists only in the imagination of 
ths Agent. The newly appointed Agent, 
J. S. Mayhngh, left here for Tnscarora 
yesterday, proposing to return Saturday, 
and if there is anything in the situation 
to justify the fears of Mr. Smith, the 
public will be made awar« of it.'1
